FIGS, WASPS AND SCIENCE. 


Trcsii sliced Smyrna figs with 
cream lor your 


breakfast or de&serti 
Sounds appetizing, doesn't it? 


Those who have visited California during the last dozen 
years hate enjoyed this delicacy, but the fruit is so 
perishable that heretofore it has been found impossible 
to transport it for any great distance from tile south 
Pacific coast, the only place in tho country where these 
figs are grown. After years of experimenting, however, 
it is now announced that ways of packing and shipping 
the fruit hai o been perfected and that fresh Smy; na. fi?t 
are even now reaching tha Atlantic coast. 


It may be interesting to know that our ability to ob- 


tain this fresh fruit in the United States is not due 
alone to the climate of California, but that tho greater | 
debt ia due to science; to the genius of man. Th3 i 
Smyrna fig is the large purple variety, which has in the 
past been only sold pressed In layers, or in cans. It is 
tho king of its kind. 
The trees were brought from 


Smyrna many years ago. and 
planted in California, 


whera they bore fruit, but it never matured. It invariably 
dropped from the trees and the grow era were at a loss 
to know the reason. 


It was then learned that in Smyrna a small Capri 


fig was hung in tho trees during blossoming time, so 
these Capri figs were obtained and that formula fol- 
lowed, but without success. In 
1830 it was 
demon- 


strated by George S. Roeding that the Capii fiir has a 
pollen necessary for the fertilization of the Smyrna fig 
and that the pollenizatioii must be done by wasps. 


Of course theio are plenty of wasps in the United 


States, but they arc not of the variety required for this 
purpose. Tbe wasp that makes the mature Smyrna fig 
possible is what is Known as "blastophaga" and it is so 
tiny1 that it may pass through the meshes of ordinary 
cheeso cloth. 


Efforts were made for nearly ten years to bring 


these little wasps from Smyrna, but they were without 
success until 1900, whei Mr. Roeding, succeeded 
in 


bringing them alive to this country. They became a

now Dr. Meisinger. ot the United

°Dr Meisinger's idea is that he can 
o up in a balloon, through a storm, 
,o a height, say. 10,000 feet,- and 
ude along in the midst ot the storm, 
quietly making his observations with 
his meteorological instruments, as if 
iie were seated in a laboratory on 
thIIiSs° schemenincludes fifteen storm 
Ights, starting from Scott Field, near 
St. Louis. The forty-foot balloon bag 
will contain 35,000 cubic feet ol hy- 
uVogen. Bv means of radio and. car- 


eter. moving as a whole m a general 
easterly, or northeasterly direction, 
and at ths same time rotating, like 
nn immense atmospheric whirlpool, 
the direction of rotation being from 
right to left.
